POSITION VACANT:   Grants Technology Specialist, GS-1101-11/12/13.  Annual salary ranges from
 $44,352  to $ 82,180.

PROMOTION POTENTIAL: Grants Technology Specialist, GS-1101-13

LOCATION:  Office of Budget, Finance and Award Management, Division of Grants and Agreements,
Arlington, VA.

BARGAINING UNIT STATUS:  This position is included in the Bargaining Unit and will be filled in accordance
with the merit staffing provisions of the Collective Bargaining Agreement, Article VII.

AREA OF CONSIDERATION:  All Sources.  This position is open to status and non-status candidates, as well
as candidates eligible for appointment under special non-competitive appointing authorities.

DUTIES AND RESPONSIBILITIES:   The incumbent serves as Grants Technology Specialist in
the Division of Grants and Agreements.  The incumbent is responsible for providing a variety of grants
management systems support functions and data accuracy and management as well as report
generation.

- Serves as focal point/liaison with NSF’s Division of Information Systems on issues dealing with system
applications status, priority and implementation.

- Assigns tasks to project team members engaged in such tasks as researching database structures,
identifying and arranging for training for team members, monitoring and reporting on project progress, and
fostering customer and management involvement throughout the software development process.

- Resolves critical problems and issues that affect the configuration of the organization’s information
systems infrastructure, and coordinates the demonstration of new/enhanced applications to customers and
management.

- Serves and DGA’s liaison with DIS on system performance issues.  Meets periodically with DIS staff on
day-to-day system performance and response time.

- Represents DGA on various users’ groups, the various FastLane users groups, Proposal and Reviewer
Systems (PARS) User’s group, etc.  Provides feedback to DGA’s System Coordinator on issues and
trends discussed at various in-house user support groups.

- Prepares and presents white paper reports assessing the feasibility of adopting new software engineering
technologies within the current systems environment.  Develops “best practices” guides for organization-
wide application.

- Mastery of applications software engineering principles and methods, and knowledge of the Information
Technology Infrastructure environment to serve as a key technical advisory on milestone reviews with DIS
and DGA staff including senior management officials.



- Develops, implements, and administers data systems for DGA.  Analyzes and defines data requirements
and specifications; designs, develops, implements, modifies, and manages databases; ensures the
accuracy and accessibility of data sources.  Evaluates new and emerging data management technologies
for potential DGA application.

QUALIFICATIONS REQUIRED:  The Qualification Standards Handbook for General Schedule Positions will
apply.  U.S. CITIZENSHIP IS REQUIRED.  Applicants must possess one year of specialized experience
equivalent to the GS-11 and GS-12 levels, respectively.  Applicants for GS-11 must have a Ph.D. or equivalent
doctoral degree or one year of specialized experience equivalent to the GS-9 level.

Specialized Experience:   Experience that has equipped the applicant with the particular knowledge, skills,
and abilities to perform successfully the duties of the position and is typically in or related to the work of the
position to be filled.  Time-in-Grade Requirement:  Completion of one year of service in a position no more
than one grade lower than the grade for which you are applying.

- Knowledge of principles and practices of information systems, system applications and database
structures to differentiate between different types of automated systems.

-     Ability to gather and analyze and evaluate information, apply new approaches to creatively deal with
      problems related to the entire grant management process, anticipating future concerns, recommend
      innovative solutions and effectively communicate this information orally and in writing.

- Knowledge and use of automated electronic and computer system to review, process and generate
      certain data and documentation and to participate in the development of new systems.

- Ability to plan, manage and lead task groups or work teams to resolve complex issues related to the grant
      management process.

- Skill in effective business writing sufficient to prepare instructional guidance and manuals and
      communicate with staff at all levels.

BASIS FOR RATING:  Final ranking is based on an evaluation of your experience, education and training as
they relate to the knowledge, skills and abilities specified in the Selective Factor, if any, and the Quality
Ranking Factors.  Current performance appraisal and awards may also be used in the evaluation process.
